You can power the system from any of 
three power sources: 

• Internal batteries 

• Your vehicle’s cigarette-lighter 
socket (with an optional DC adapter) 

• Standard AC power 
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Note: Connecting the power cord or a 
DC adapter disconnects the internal bat- 
teries. 



Balance Control — adjusts the balance 
between the left and right speakers if 
you use an external speaker, or adjusts 
the balance between the prerecorded 
original singer’s voice and the music if 
you use a karaoke tape. 

Supplied Microphone and Karaoke 
Audio Tape — lets you immediately be- 
gin using the karaoke system. 

Dual Microphone Jacks — let you use 

two microphones simultaneously to sing 
duets or lead and background vocals. 

Auxiliary Input Jacks — allow input 
from another audio source, such as a 
CD player. 

Auxiliary Output Jacks — allow output 
to another audio component, such as a 
PA system. 

Recording — lets you record your voice 
as you sing along with a tape or an ex- 
ternal audio source connected to the 
system. 


Using Internal Batteries 

You can power the system from eight D 
batteries (not supplied). For the best 
performance and longest life, we recom- 
mend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 




Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries (stan- 



Cautions: 
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dard, alkaline, or rechargeable), or 
rechargeable batteries of different 
capacities. 

Follow these steps to install batteries. 

1 . Set DC/AC on the back of the sys- 
tem to DC. 

2. Press down on the battery compart- 
ment cover’s tab and lift off the 
cover. 

3. Install the batteries in the compart- 
ment as indicated by the polarity 
symbols {+ and -) marked inside. 

4. Replace the cover. 

When the system’s sound becomes 
weak or distorted or the system stops 
operating properly, replace the batteries. 

Warning: Always dispose of old batter- 
ies promptly and properly. Do not burn 
or bury them. 

Cautions: 

• If you do not plan to use the system 
with batteries for a month or more, 
remove the batteries. Batteries can 
leak chemicals that can destroy 
electronic parts.

Using Vehicle Battery Power 

You can power the system from your ve- 
hicle’s cigarette-lighter socket using a 
12V, 1500 mA DC adapter and a size M 
Adaptaplug™ adapter (neither supplied, 
available at your local RadioShack 
store). 


• You must use a DC adapter that 
supplies 12V and delivers at least 
1500 mA. Its center tip must be set 
to positive, and its plug must cor- 
rectly fit the power jack on the back 
of the system. Using an adapter that 
does not could damage the system 
or the adapter. 

• Always plug the adapter into the 
system before you plug it into the 
cigarette-lighter socket, and always 
unplug the adapter from the ciga- 
rette-lighter socket before you 
unplug it from the system. 

Follow these steps to use vehicle battery 
power. 

1. Set DC/AC on the back of the sys- 
tem to DC. 

2. Set the DC adapter’s voltage switch 
to 12 V.

To power the system from standard AC 
power, set DC/AC on the back of the sys-

a standard AC outlet. 

Warning: The power cord has a polar- 
ized plug that is designed to fit into the 
AC outlet only one way. If the plug does 
not easily fit into the outlet, do not force 
it.

CONNECTING 

MICROPHONES 

The system has two microphone jacks 
so you can use the supplied microphone 
to sing along with your favorite record- 
ings, and connect an additional micro- 
phone (not supplied) for duets or lead 
and background vocals. 

For the best performance, the additional 
microphone must have a V4-inch (6.35- 
mm) plug and an ON/OFF switch. To 
help prevent feedback, we recommend 
a unidirectional microphone. Your local 
RadioShack store has a wide selection 
of microphones. 

To connect either one or two micro- 
phones, first rotate MIC VOLUME to MIN. 
If you are connecting only one micro- 
phone, plug it into MIC1 or MIC2. If you 
are adding a second microphone, plug it 
into the other MIC jack. 

Using the Microphone Hoider 

When you want to temporarily put down 
the supplied microphone or store it with 
the system, you can place it in the sys- 
tem’s built-in microphone holder. 

Set ON/OFF on the microphone to OFF 
before placing it in the microphone hold- 
er to avoid feedback. 


To use the holder, pull it down from the 
side of the system, and place the micro- 
phone in the holder’s grip. 

When you are not using the microphone 
holder, fold it up. 

CONNECTING OTHER 
AUDIO COMPONENTS 

You can connect another audio source 
or component to the system, so you can 
sing along with other audio formats like 
CDs or videos, or hear the system’s 
sound from other speakers like a PA 
system. To make the connection, you 
need audio patch cables (available at 
your local RadioShack store). 

Connecting an External Audio 
Source for Input 

You can sing along with an external au- 
dio source (such as a stereo VCR or CD 
player) by connecting its audio output 
jacks to AUX IN R and AUX IN L on the 
back of the system. 

If the external audio source does not 
have AUX OUT jacks, but has only a 
headphone output jack (such as one you 
might find on a portable tape or CD play- 
er), use a shielded Y-adapter cord 
(available at your local RadioShack 
store). Connect the single-plug end to 
the audio source’s headphone jack, and 
connect the other end’s two phono plugs 
to the system’s AUX IN R and AUX IN L 
jacks.

MIC VOLUME — Rotate MIC VOLUME to- 
ward MIN to reduce the sound level on 
both the supplied and an additional mi- 
crophone, or toward MAX to Increase the 
level. 

ECHO — You can adjust ECHO to add 
an echo effect to your voice while you 
sing. Rotate ECHO toward LOW or HIGH. 

TAPE SPEED — Rotate TAPE SPEED to- 
ward LOW to slow down the tape as you 
sing along, or toward HIGH to speed It 
up. For normal tape speed, leave It set 
to the middle position. 

BALANCE — You can adjust the levels 
between the prerecorded singer’s voice 
and the music while you play a karaoke 
audio cassette tape. Rotate BALANCE 
toward L to hear the music, or toward R 
to hear the prerecorded singer’s voice. 

Using the Vocal Canceller 

While you play a karaoke audio cassette 
tape, you can adjust VOCAL CANCEL- 
LER to replace the prerecorded voice 
with your voice. When you stop singing 
Into the microphone, the prerecorded 
singer’s voice returns. Slide VOCAL 
CANCELLER toward to MIN If you have a 
loud voice, or toward MAX If you have a 
soft voice. 

Using the 5-Band Frequency 
Equalizer 

Use the controls on the 5-band frequen- 
cy equalizer to customize the sound you 


hear through the speaker. Each of the 
controls lets you adjust the level In a 
specific frequency range. For each 
range, slide Its control up toward MAX to 
boost the level, or down toward MIN to 
reduce It. If you set the control to the 
middle position (0), the frequency Is un- 
changed. 

The 5-band frequency equalizer controls 
these frequencies: 

• 120 Hz — low-bass range (such as 
bass drums); reduces rumble or 
other low-frequency noise 

• 300 Hz — low frequencies (organ 
notes) 

• 1 KHz — here Is where the human 
ear Is most sensitive (low vocals) 

• 3.3 KHz — mid-range high frequen- 
cies (high vocals) 

• 10 KHz — high-frequency sounds 
(cymbals, flutes, and violins) 
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□ Cassette Deck Operation 


LOADING A CASSETTE 
TAPE 

The system has two cassette decks — 
TAPE1 and TAPE 2. Use both decks for 
normal playback or consecutive play. 
Additionally, TAPE 1 can record cas- 
sette tapes. 

Note: Take up any slack In the tape by 
turning the cassette’s hub with a pencil 
or your finger. If you do not remove ex- 
cess slack, the tape might become tan- 
gled In the record/playback mechanism. 
Avoid touching the tape. 

Follow these steps to load a cassette 
tape In TAPE 1 or TAPE 2. 

1 . Press STOP/EJECT to open the cas- 
sette compartment. 

2. Load the cassette tape with Its open 
edge facing down and the full reel to 
the left. 

3. Close the compartment door. 

PLAYING A CASSETTE 
TAPE 

You can play a cassette tape In either 
TAPE 1 or TAPE 2, or you can load cas- 
sette tapes In both decks and play them 
consecutively. 

Normal Play 

Follow these steps to play a cassette 
tape In TAPE 1 or TAPE 2. 


1 . Load a cassette tape In TAPE 1 or 
TAPE 2. 

2. Set FUNCTION to TAPE. 

3. Press PLAY on the deck where the 
tape Is loaded. 

4. To temporarily stop play, press 
PAUSE. Press PAUSE again to 
resume play. 

5. To rapidly wind the tape forward or 
backward, press FAST-F or REWIND. 
Press STOP/EJECT when you reach 
the desired section. 

6. Adjust MASTER VOLUME, VOCAL 
CANCELLER and 5 BAND EQUAL-

7. Press STOP/EJECT to stop the tape. 
Press STOP/EJECT again to open 
the cassette compartment. Then 
remove the cassette tape. 

Consecutive Play 

Follow these steps to play one side of a 
tape In TAPE 2, then automatically play 
one side of a tape In TAPE 1 . 

1. Follow Steps 1-3 under “Normal 
Play” on Page 9, loading tapes In 
both TAPE 1 and TAPE 2. 

2. Press PLAY on TAPE 2. 

3. Press PAUSE then PLAY on TAPE 1 . 


Cassette Deck Operation 
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The tape in TAPE 2 plays until it reaches 
the end of the side, then stops. Then the 


tape in TAPE 1 automatically plays until 
it reaches the end of the side.

SINGING WITH A 
CASSETTE TAPE 

Follow these steps to sing along with a 
regular or karaoke cassette tape (such 
as the one supplied). 

1 . Load a prerecorded tape in TAPE 1 
or TAPE 2. 

2. Set FUNCTION to TAPE. 

3. Press PLAY on the deck you are 
using to play the tape. 

4. Set ON/OFF on the supplied micro- 
phone to ON, then adjust MIC VOL- 
UME to adjust the volume for the 
microphone. 

5. Adjust ECHO, BALANCE, TAPE 
SPEED, and 5 BAND EQUALIZER for 

your listening preferences (see 
“Adjusting the Sound” and “Using 
the 5-Band Frequency Equalizer” on 
Page 8). 

6. If you are using a karaoke cassette 
tape, adjust BALANCE and VOCAL 
CANCELLER for the desired effect. 

Note: With a regular (non-karaoke) 
prerecorded cassette tape, you can- 


not adjust the volume of the prere- 
corded original singer’s voice in 
relation to the music. 

7. Sing directly into the microphone 
along with the music. 

8. When you finish, press STOP/EJECT 
on the deck you are using to stop 
the tape. Press STOP/EJECT again 
to open the cassette compartment 
door and remove the tape. 

9. When you finish singing, set ON/OFF 
on the microphone to OFF, turn off 
the system, and set the microphone 
in the holder. 

SINGING WITH AN 
EXTERNAL AUDIO 
SOURCE 

If you connected another audio source 
to the system’s AUX IN jacks (see “Con- 
necting an External Audio Source for In- 
put” on Page 6), follow these steps to 
sing along with the sound from that au- 
dio source. 

1 . Set FUNCTION to AUX. 

2. Turn on the audio source. 

3. Adjust MASTER VOLUME for the 
desired sound (see “Adjusting the 
Sound” on Page 7). 

4. Set ON/OFF on the supplied micro- 
phone to ON, then adjust MIC VOL- 
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UME to adjust the volume for the 
microphone (see “Adjusting the 
Sound” on Page 7). 

5. Sing directly into the microphone 
along with the music. 

6. When you finish singing, set ON/OFF 
on the microphone to OFF. Then turn 
off the audio source. 

USING AN EXTERNAL 
AUDIO COMPONENT 

If you connected another audio compo- 
nent to the system’s AUX OUT jacks (see 
“Connecting an External Audio Compo- 
nent for Output” on Page 7), follow these 
steps to sing along with and listen to the 
sound through the audio component. 


2. Turn on the audio source. 

3. Set ON/OFF on the supplied micro- 
phone to ON, then adjust MIC VOL- 
UME to adjust the volume for the 
microphone. 

4. Sing directly into the microphone 
along with the music. 

5. If you are using a karaoke tape, you 
can slide VOICE CANCELLER to 
adjust the volume of the prere- 
corded original singer’s voice and 
the music. 

6. When you finish singing, set ON/OFF 
on the microphone to OFF. Then turn 
off the audio component. 



□ Recording 

You can record onto a regular cassette 
as you sing along with the music from a 
tape or another audio source. You can 
also record the sound from the audio 
source while you sing, or dub from one 
cassette tape to another. 

Note: Adjusting MASTER VOLUME, BAL- 
ANCE, or 5 BAND EQUALIZER does not 
affect the recording level. 

Recording Tips 

• Tape quality greatly affects the qual- 
ity of the recording. We recommend 
RadioShack Supertape extended- 
range or low-noise type 1 regular 
length (60- or 90-minute) normal- 
bias cassette tape. We do not rec- 
ommend long-play cassette tapes.

5. Press STOP/EJECT on TAPE 2 or 
stop the audio source. 

6. When you finish singing, set ON/OFF 
on the microphone to OFF.

DUBBING (COPYING) A 
CASSETTE TAPE 

You can use the system to easily copy a 
tape by playing it in TAPE 2 and record- 
ing it onto another tape in TAPE 1 . 

1 . Set FUNCTION to TAPE. 

2. Load a blank tape, or one you want 
to record over, into TAPE 1 . 

3. Load the tape you want to copy into 
TAPE 2. 

4. Press PAUSE then RECORD on 
TAPE 1. RECORD and PLAY both 
lock down. 


5. Press PLAY on TAPE 2 to begin 
recording. PAUSE on TAPE 1 auto- 
matically releases. 

Notes: 

• You can listen to the tape playing 
in TAPE 2 as you copy it. Adjust 
MASTER VOLUME to the desired 
listening level. 

• Press PAUSE on TAPE 1 to tem- 
porarily stop recording. Press 
PAUSE again to resume record- 
ing. 

6. When you finish, press STOP/EJECT 
on TAPE 1 to stop the tape. 
RECORD and PLAY release. 

7. Press STOP/EJECT on TAPE 2 to 
stop play. 

TAPE TIPS 

Restoring Tape Tension and 
Sound Quaiity 

After you play a cassette tape several 
times, the tape might become tightly 
wound on the reels. This can cause 
playback sound quality to deteriorate. 

To restore the sound quality, fast- 
forward the tape from the beginning to 
the end of one side, then completely re- 
wind it. Then loosen the tape reels by 
gently tapping each edge of the cassette 
on a flat surface. 

Caution: Be careful not to damage the 
cassette when tapping it. Do not touch 
the exposed tape or allow any sharp ob- 
jects near the cassette. 
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Erasing Tapes 

To record over a cassette tape, simply 
record as usual. The cassette deck 
records over the previous recording. 

You can quickly erase both sides of a 
cassette tape using a RadioShack bulk 
tape eraser. 

Note: If you use metal or high-bias type 
tape, the recorded sound might not be 
erased properly. 

Preventing Accidentai Erasure 

Cassette tapes have two erase- 
protection tabs — one for each side. 


When a tab is in place, you can record 
on that side. 

To prevent accidental erasure of a tape 
recording, use a screwdriver to remove 
one or both of the cassette tape’s erase- 
protection tabs. This prevents RECORD 
from being pressed. 

If you later decide to record on a tape 
side after you have removed the erase- 
protection tab, place a piece of strong 
plastic tape over that side’s erase- 
protection hole. Be sure you cover only 
the hole originally covered by the erase- 
protection tab. 

Caution: Removing the erase-protection 
tabs does not prevent a bulk eraser from 
erasing a cassette tape. 



□ Care and Maintenance 


Keep the system dry; if it gets wet, wipe 
it dry immediately. Use and store the 
system only in normal temperature envi- 
ronments. Handle the system carefully; 
do not drop it. Keep the system away 
from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it look- 
ing new. 

Modifying or tampering with the sys- 
tem’s internal components can cause a 
malfunction and invalidate its warranty. 
If your system is not performing as it 
should, take it to your local RadioShack 
store for assistance. 


CLEANING THE TAPE- 
HANDLING PARTS 

Dirt, dust, or particles of the tape’s coat- 
ing can accumulate on the tape heads 
and other parts that the tape touches. 
This can greatly reduce the performance 
of the karaoke system. After every 20 
hours of tape player operation, follow 
these steps to clean the tape-handling 
parts or use a RadioShack cassette 
deck cleaning kit. 

1. Remove the batteries and discon- 
nect the AC power cord. 



Care and Maintenance 
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2. Open the cassette compartment 
doors on TAPE 1 and TAPE 2, 
then press PLAY on each to 
expose the tape-handling parts. 

3. Use a cotton swab dipped in dena- 
tured alcohol or tape head clean- 
ing solution to clean the tape 
guides, record/play head, erase 
head, pinch roller, and capstans.

4. When you finish cleaning, press STOP/EJECT on TAPE 1 and TAPE 2, then close 
both cassette compartment doors. Then reconnect power.
